Also there must inevitably 
be a frame or loom upon which to 
string the warp and to hold the 
threads in place while the weft is 
woven through it... 


To the customary warp and woot 
the Indian weavers added a distinc- 
tive technique, which was rarely 
i{ ever elsewhere to be observed... 
They employed a variety of bast 
fibers (various vegetable fibers) plus 
hairs of certain animals, skins and 
furs of animals and plumage of 
birds. These were added to the 
more conventional foundation 
threads for woven material of linen, 
wool and cotton. From all these 
added materials unusually lovely 
fabrics were evolved. 

Some of the oldest known ex- 
amples of American Indian weav- 
ing are reputed to be finer than 
those found ih any other place in 
the world, They even surpassed the 
textiles woven by the highly skilled 
Coptic weavers of ancient Egypt, 
whose work has long been celebrat- 
ed for its marvellous technique. 


-We do not generally realize that 
these tribes of American Indians 
were as widely different in ideas 
and customs of living as were the 
nations of Europe. In terms. of 
handicraft there werq weaving tribes 
and non-weaving tribes. As a rule 
those Indians who shaped the skins 
of animals for their coverings did 
aot do weaving. Some of them were 


almost exclusively devoted to such 


occupations as hunting and fishing, 
while others spent their time at 
farming. The Navajo people of our 
southwest have won chief fame 
among all the North American 
tribes as weavers. . 


The first Navajo blankets were 
made to wear over the shoulders. 
They were woven in simple dark 
and light stripes of natural-colored 
wool. A hundred years ago the 
simple stripes were broken by zig- 
zag lines making a design known as 
the “terrace pattern.” In the main, 
the technique of weaving Navajo 
patterns was to work directly on 
the warp as the actual weft, by 
using the darning type of stitch, 
Some twenty years later the In- 
dians tired of these patterns and 


introduced diamond designs. 


The Indians were particularly at- 
tracted to bright red, and, when the 
Spaniards came, traded anything

Because the exhibit points up 
the ardent public interest in and 
reaction to slavery as portrayed by 
“Uncle Tom's Cabin,” it has spe- 
cial interest 4t this time of concern 
over the race problem in the United 
States.

“This 
one, however, canght on at Once, 
To meet the demand Jewett issued a 
paper-bound one-volume _ edition 
which sold for 3734 cents.

Sales zoomed from 10,000 copies 
to 50,000 to 100,000 to 300,000 be- 
fore a year passed, The book was 
blazoned on billboads and posters, 
Hawked by boys in the streets. 
Since it was not protected by copy- 
right, other publishers took it up 
and 12 pirated editions appeared 
within a year.

Despite forecasts that an antl 
slavery play would no longer in- 
terest the “public, there was a 
greater dramatic revival of “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin” than ever after the 
Civil War. This accelerated 
through the ’80’s and '90’s and last- 
ed well into this century. It be- 
came real theater with such. stare 
as David Belasco playing Uncle 
Tom, Maude Adams, Little Eva, 
and Lotta Crabtree, Topsy. It be- 
came more and more significant as 
as the first serious portrayal of the 
Negro on the stage and paved the 
way for later vehicles.”

The Atomic Bomb Casualty 
Commisston was set up in 1947 
to provide a continuing study of

A. driver-testing device that tells 
motorists how well they can see 
out of the corners of their eyes 
when they are looking straight 
ahead lias been presented by the 
Aetna.

The land we live on is a rough 
square of twenty acres, based on 
eight or nine hundred feet of river 


bank. The river is the Elk, four 
hundred feet wide at this point, 
swift. and broken, flowing frou 


west to east. A dusty gravel road 
divides the twenty acres, nine acres 
on the river side of the road, eleven 
acres on the other side. The house 
stands just about in the centre of 
the nine acres on the river side, 
rather over a hundred feet from the 
edge of the river. 


The barn is on the far side of 
the road and three or four acres of 
rough clearing around it make up 
the Barn Field. Behind that are 
the Alders, a swampy thicket of 
alder and maple and salmonberry 
with a pleasant creek flowing 
throuth one. corner—Kingfisher 
Brook, as a matter of fact, though 
l have never heard the name used 
and know it only from an old plan 
I once saw in a real-estate office. 
On that side of the road a missing 
person or thing can only be in one 
of three places—“over at the bara” 
which would include a check on the 
chicken house forty or fifty feet 
away; “in the Barn Field” or “back 
in the Alders.” 

This side of the *road is much 
more complicated, chiefly because 
it has been fenced into small en- 
closures which pasture ten or fif- 
teen black sheep. East of the house 
there is a One-acre pasture along 
the road: Richardson's Field to the 
children. Between that and the ri- 
ver is the Old Orchard, a collec- 
tion of plum and cherry and pear 
trees. ... Then there is the Hedge, 
a hundred. and-fifty-foot line of 
Douglas firs, moved in from the 
woods ten or twelve years ago and 
clipped each summer,*. ..

Remaking A Farm 
In Just One Day 


On the picturesque Verde River 

near Cottonwood, Arizona, is a 35- 
. @ere irrigated farm that belongs to 

Robert C. Hardgrave, a disabled 
‘weteran. The,idea .of-femaking a 

farm in a day was the same here as 
' dn the humid East, but the con- 

ditions were different. 

The supervisors of three Verde 
Valley districts-—-Oak Creek, 
Bridgeport, and Camp Verde— 
picked out what they believed was 
the most farmed-out, run-down, 
depleted place in the entire valley, 
as offering the most worthly chal- 
lenge to the ingenuity of soil con- 
_servationists. This farm also offet. 
ed a good stage on which to ac- 
quaint a Jarge number of people 
with the importance of both soil 
and water conservation and with 
the methods best suited to valley 
land in Arizona and similar areas. 

Seventy-three mantfacturers and 
dealers in tractofeand farm equip- 
ment agreed to donate the use of 
their machines, and the job de- 
veloped into. one of the largest 
farni-machinery demofstrations in 
the history of the Southwest. Con- 
tractors offered to donate the use 
of their equipment. Supply houses 

_ would furnish “needed materials. 

Farmers, laborers, high school 

youths and Boy Scouts volunteered 
to work; Carloads of equipment and 
materials were shipped into the 
, grea from as far away as 800 miles. 
The district conservationist and his 
‘technical staff got busy with plann- 
ing. 

Each man and boy among the 
volunteers knew every’ detail of his 
job as a result of tedious briefing in 
advance by the technical staff and 
the district supervisors. A lone wo- 
man tractor operator did a master- 
ful job of land leveling. 

Up came a model farm. At day’s 
end it had bench terraces, and an 
irrigation ditch lined with water- 
saving concrete by machinery which 
did 600 feet of lining in twenty 
minutes. Another ditch was lined by 
a spray gun and a third was oil- 
lined. There was a large storage 
reservoir scooped out by a giant 
bulldozer, designed to save time and 
labor in irrigating and to provide 
fishing and other recreation. The 
course of the Verde River had lit- 
erally been changed by the ‘same 


bulldozer, and = given steambank

The Fading Season 


Summer begins to fade. Not as 
colors fade, or as beauty fades in 
a face, but as a day past midafter- 
noon begins to fade away toward 
evening. The peak is past, the lush 
and eager growth that surges out 
of spring reaching toward matur- 
ity.

And please re- 
member, no matter what type .ol 
shortening you use, the secret of 
successiul pastry is that “light 
hand.” 

PLAIN PASTRY 


244 cups sifted flour 

4% to three-fourths teaspoon salt 
% cup shortening

(1) Sift together flour and salt. 

(2) Add/about half the shorten- 
ing and chop in with a pastry blend- 
er or two knives till mixture re-

stuffs for the increasing population,

Approximately 20,000 tons of 
nitrogen are present in the atmos- 
phere above ,every square mile of 
the earth’s surface, The problem 
then resolved itself into one of ex- 
tracting nitrogen from the air in 
a commercially feasible manner. 

* * w 

The electrical discharge from & 
flash of lightening causes some of 
this atmospheric nitrogen to come 
bine with oxygen to form nitric 
oxide. As this cools, more oxygen 
atoms are extracted from the air 
to product nitrogen dioxide, which 
combines readily with water to form 
nitric acid, This process takes 
place during every thunderstorm, 
with the result that a substantial 
portion of the rain falling upon the 
earth during such a storm is @ dil- 
ute nitric acid. Thus Nature has 
her own way of replenishing the 
eatth’s supply of nitrogen necessary 
for plant frowth. But this assis- 
tance from Nature is hardly enough 
where large] commercial farming 
operations are constantly depleting 
the the fertility of the soil.

In the early part of the 20th 
century, two Norwegian chemists, 
Birkland and Eyde, obtained nitric 
acid from nitric oxide and, with the 
use of an electric arc, were the 
first humans to succeed in the fix- 
ation of atmospheric nitrogen, 
Since that time, many processes 
and products have been developed 
for the purpose of enriching the 
soil. and contributing to the ever- 
increasing abundance of the world’s 
farming: areas. 

. % + 

By heating calcium carbide with 
nitrogen in an electric furnace, an- 
other nitrogen fertilizer is produc- 
ed which not only supplies a readily 
absorbable plant nutrient, but pro- 
vides a plus-value by. helping to 
eradicate weeds. Potassium fertil- 
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izers, derived from potash deposits, 
improve the shape, color, and ship- 
ping and packing qiialities of fruite 
and vegetables. They also strength- 
en stalks and stems and increase 
the plant’s resistance to disease, 
drought, frost, and incect damage. 
Phosphatic fertilizers, which were 
originally produced from bones 
treated with sulfuric acid now ate 
obtained primarily from phosphate 
rock. Alone, or in combinations 
determined by precise chemical 
analysis, these fertilizer compounds 
are playing an essential role in 
the feeding. of the world’s expand- 
ing population.

ROCKET RECORD: A rocket 
operates on the principle of a New- 
tionian law—that every. action (io 
this case a backward rush of gas 
from the rocket'’s tail) produces an 
opposite reaction (forward move- 
ment of the body of the rocket). 
The Chinese used rockets as wea- 
pons in the thirteenth century, The 
British used them in the War of 
1812; rockets were the “bombs 
bursting in air” in Francis Scott 
Key’s “The Starspangled Banner.”. 
In World War II all major powers 
developed rockets for firing from 
ships, tanks, planes, bazookas, Re- 
cently at the rocket proving grounds 
in White Sands, N.M., a rocket 
called the Viking set a world’s 
altitude record for a single rocket 
135 miles, This was far short of 
the over-all record set at White 
Sands in 1949 when a captured 
German rocket, at the peak. of its 
speed, launched a smaller rocket 
which reached 250 miles. These ex- 
periments are part of research om 
guided missiles for global war— 
such as rockets with atomic war- 
heads: The research has a long way 
to go. The Viking used up its fuel 
in seventy-five seconds.

Enlarging the Christian Fellowship 
Romans 15:14-29 


Memory Selection: I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: 
for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to everyone that be- 
lieveth. Ro. 1:16a. 


Christianity is in truth a world 
religion. Isaiah in his prophecy 
foresaw concerning the Messiah 
that “The Gentiles shall come te 
thy light, and kings to the bright 
ness of thy rising.’ Jesus before hie 
ascension said to his disciples, “Ye 
shall be witness unti me both im 
Jerusalem, ‘and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” Paul was the 
foremost of those in the early 
church to demonstrate that the 
Gospel was for. all nations. He 
told the Good News through Asia 
Minor and Greece and declares his 
intention to bring it to Rome, the 
heart of the empire, and thence to 
Spain, He did not shrink from pre- 
senting the simple story of salva- 
tion through Jesus Christ in mighty 
Rome. He said, “I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ, for it is 
the power of God unto. salvation 
to everyone that believeth.” Here 
was power—not the power of 
marching armies—but the power 
of God. It was not a power to des- 
troy men but to save them. More- 
over the power is available to all 
on the simple condition of faith, 
No wonder Paul was aflame with 
zeal to tell it everywhere. He was 
intolerant of other religions, Not 
that he would prevent people from 
worshipping as they pleased, but 
he was persuaded that Christianity 
was by far superior to all other 
beliefs. There could be no com- 
promise. This gospel was God's 
message to man, Paul was willing 
to give his life that others might 
hear it. Those who know the heart- 
changing power of this salvation 
feel that way about it, too. We 
must tell it. 


The western world must symbo- 
lize hope and succour to the mil- 


lions who suffer from. appalling 
poverty throughout Asia and Africa 
—yes, ultimately in the Soviet 
Union itself,

Speed on the highway as the 
prime slayer is impressively ar- 
raigned by the Bureau of Highway 
Safety, State of Pennsylvania, in a 
booklet, “Speed! Still © Publie 
Enemy No. 1,” which has just been 
issued by T. E. Transeau, director 
of that bureau, After citing many 
studies by authoritative sources on 
the role that excessive speed has 
played in the mounting toll of high- 
way accidents, Mr. Transeau breaks 
down the death rates in the various 
states with relation to the fixed 
maximum rate of speed In those 
states) This breakdown certainly 
bears very convincing evidence that 
fixed maximum speeds have a de- 
finite relationship to fatalities on 
the highway. It shows that the na- 
tional average death rate per 100,- 
000,000 miles of travel in 1950 was 
75 In the eleven states which de- 
fine maximum speed on the road 
as “careful and prudent,” or “reas- 
onable and proper,” the rate ex- 
ceeded the national average by 
from 5.1 to 11.5 per cent. 

Where absolute maximum speeds 
were fixed the results show an in- 
teresting curve: The fourteen states 
fixing top speed at 60 miles an hour 
had an average death rate of 2.7 
per cent above the national figure. 
Oddly enough, the six states in 
which 55 miles an hour is maximum 
shawean average of 8 per cent: ex- 
cess above tlfe fatality rate for the 
nation. However, twelve $tates in 
which 50 miles an hour is the fixeg 
maximum show’ an average death 
rate 20 per cent below that of the 
nation; the three states in which 
45 miles is the fixed maximum aver- 
age, 41.3 per cent below; and the 
lone state, Massachuetts, with a fix- 
ed top speed of 40 miles an hour, 
49.3 per cent below the death rate 
of “the nation. 

Obviously there are factors of 
high importance other than maxi- 
mum speeds which enter into the 
fatality picture. These include speed 
too fast for conditions, irrespective 
of any maximums, One can drive 
too fast at 15 miles an hour if 
conditions of surface and_ traffic 
make this rate dangerous, How- 
ever, Director Transeau’s figures 
indicate a fact which is obvious 
but too often forgotten — namely, 
that high speeds on the road in- 
evitably add to the severity of acci- 
dents when they do occur and to 
high fatality rates. Let us all re- 
solve to watch that speedometer, 
drive with a light rather than a 
heavy foot, and do our individual 
part to keep the highway ,death 
toll down.

Paisley Shawls 
And Their Making 


Paisley was already skilled in 
various branches of “fine textile 
mianufacturer, such as muslins and 
silks, when the expulsién of Napo- 
leon from Egypt by Sir Ralph 
Abercrombie in_1801 began to bring 
Turkish and Indian shawls to this 
country (Scotland) in considerable 
quantities. The most admired of 
these shawls were the soft woollen 
ones from Kashmir, with intricate 
designs wrought in needlework. 
They were valued highly here and 
commanded big prices, and the 
weavers of Paisley determined to 
imitate them on the loom, They solvy- 
ed the problem successfully, and by 
1820 the town had a great and valu- 
able output, and for fitty years the 
Paisley shawl] became an essential 
wedding present in Scotland, for it 
was the custom for new brides to 
be “kirked” —that is, to attend 
church with their husbands for the 
first time since marriage—wearing 
a Paisley shawl. Indeed, the fashion 
spread far beyond Scotland, and 
(Jueen Victoria bought several of 
the shawls, wearing one at the 
baptism of the Prince of Wales in 
1842, The Paisley weavers were not 
alone in copying the Kashmir de- 
signs, and similar shawls were made 
in England and in France; but the 
reputation of the Scottish town rose 
high, and its output of shawls in 
one year was valued at one million 
pounds, ; 

There is much variety in the 
designs, but the most typical motif 
in the true Paisley m4 is the the 
so-called “pine-pattern” borrowed 
from the work of Kashmir, The 
“pine-cone” is a conventional sym- 
bol in Eastern art... Sometimes 
the cone dominates the composi-
